Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1951,  During  the 
year  the  Llanrwst  Urban  District  joined  with  the  Denbigh  Borough,  the 
Ruthin  Borough,  the  Rural  District  of  Hiraethog  and  the  Rural  District  of 
Ruthin  to  form  the  Western  No. 2 Health  Area.  This  area  now  has  a joint 
Medical  Officer  who  is  also  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  with  duties 
associated  with  the  Examination  of  School  Children,  Examination  of  Mentally 
and  Physically  Handicapped  Children,  attendance  at  Infant  Welfare  and 
Ante-Natal  Clinics  and  the  immunisation  of  Infants  and  School  Children 
against  diphthoria,  whooping-cough  and  small-pox.  I was  appointed  to  this 
post  and  commenced  duties  on  the  1st  June  1951.  I am,  therefore,  responsible 
for  the  health  of  the  District  for  the  second  half  of  the  year,  the  first 
half  having  been  the  responsibility  of  Dr.  Meurig  Williams,  who  has  served 
you  for  many  years.  I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  very 
kind  way  in  which  Dr.  Williams  handed  over  the  various  registers  and 
explained  to  me  the  way  in  which  they  had  been  kept  and  also  how  he 
administered  his  duties.  I would  also  like  to  thank  the  officials  and  in 
particular  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  They  have  all  given  me  very  welcome 
assistance  in  a new  post* 

During  the  six  months,  I have  been  handicapped  by  lack  of  proper  office 
accommodation  and  no  clerical  assistance.  Having  to  do  all  the  clerical 
work  myself,  I have  found  it  very  .difficult  to  find  time  to  get  down  to 
the  practical  side  of  the  work.  This  is  to  be  remedied  early  in  the  new  year.

Regarding  the  above  table  shoring  the  causes  of  death;  it  will  be  noted 
that  there  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis-  The  only  other  deaths  from 
Infectious  Diseases  were  one  of  measles  in  a child  of  5 months  and 
3 Deaths  due  to  Influenza. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  were  5?  snowing  e.  decrease  of  4 on  the  lrJ^0  figure. 
Death  from  cancer  could  be  reduced  if  the  general  population  realised  that 
cancer  in  accessible  places,  such  as  breast,  uterus,  etc,  can  be  treated 
and  cured.  People  should  not  remain  silent  for  months  if  they  have  any 
suspicion,  but  should  see  their  doctor  immediately. 

There  is  a great  increase  in  deaths  in  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood 
vessels.  This  is  a general  trend  everywhere.  One  must  remember  that  several 
people  now  live  longer,  and  there  is  a certain  deterioration  of  these  organs 
due  to  wear  and  tear  and  may  be  considered  a normal  process  of  ageing. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Maternal  Cuases  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  there  are  no  deaths  from  accidents  on  the  road  or  in  the  home,

There  has  been  no  case  of  diphtheria  in  the  Urban  District  again  this  ye 
This  is  due  to  the  continuation  of  diphtheria  immunisation.  Children  are 
immunised  by  their  own  doctor  or  at  the  Clinic  when  they  are  about  6-8  months 
and  booster  doses  are  given  at  ages  of  about  5 years  and  10  years. 


There  were  13  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified.  An  epidemic  broke  out 
about  the  same  time  as  whooping  cough  inocculation  was  commenced  at  the  Clinic- 
Babies  are  immunised  early  in  life  and  booster  doses  are  given  at  approximately 
£§•  years  and  5 years  of  age.  It  is  too  soon  yet  to  tell  what  effect  this  will 
have,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  dreaded  whooping  cough  and  its  sequelae  will 
disappear  as  has  been  the  ease  with  diphtheria.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

Laboratory  Provisions 

Specimens  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway  for 
examinations. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  water,  milk  and  ice-cream  are  also 
undertaken  here. 


Ambulance  facilities. 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  and 
details  of  the  service  will  be  found  in  his  Annual  Report.  Western  No. 2 Area 
has  an  ambulance  station  at  Denbigh,  Ruthin,  Cerrig,  Llanrwst  and  Llangerniew, 
with  one  ambulance  at  each  station,  making  a total  of  5 f°r  the  area.  The 
ambulances  deal  with  general  and  accident  cases.  Each  station  is  manned 
by  voluntary  personnel.  To  supplement  the  ambulances,  use  is  made  of  the 
W.V. S. Hospital  Car  Service  and  local  taxi  proprietors  for  the  conveyance  of 
sitting  cases.  Anbulances  to  transport  Infectious  cases  are  sent  from  the 
hospitals  concerned  at  Wrexham  and  Colwyn  Eay. 

Mental  Health  Services.

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  the  very  kind  welcome 
I received  on  taking  up  this  appointment,  and  for  the  consideration  you  have  given 
to  any  short  comings  during  a rather  difficult  -hhrst^  half-year. 


Water  Supply 
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The  water  supply  to  the  town  is  from  an  upland  surface  source  at  Crafr-ant 
Lake  above  Trefriw  in  Caernarvonshire.  The  supply  to  all  parts  of  the  tow? 
has  "been  reasonably  maintained  during  the  year,  and  has  been  satisfactory. 

Samples  of  water  taken  for  chemical  analysis  proved  satisfactory,  _ The  re 
is  no  trace  of  lead  in  the  water  which  has  a pH  value  of  6«7«  Of  15  samples 
of  water  taken  for  bae  tor  ip  logical  examination,  9 were  highly  satisfactory 
Class  1;  one  was  unsatisfactory  for  a chlorinated  water  Class  3:  four  were 

unsatisfactory  Class  4*  and  the  remaining  sample  was  not  classified,  the 
remarks  of  the  Bacteriologist  on  this  sample  being  ’’not  up  to  the  standard 
of  chlorinated  water”, 

A chlorination  plant  is  installed  at  Cae  Crwn,  Trefriw. 

There  are  823  dwelling  houses  in  the  Urban  area,  with  a population  of 
2,600,  The  majority  of  houses  are  supplied  with  water  direct  from  the 
public  mains.  Approximately  5O  houses  are  supplied  by  stand  pipes.  The 
hamlet  of  Pentre  Tafarnfedw,  with  approximately  12  houses,  is  the  only  portion 
of  the  area  not  supplied  from  the  Public  mains.  Water  is  obtained  from 
springs  for  this  area. 

Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council's  refuse  lorry,  A weekly 
collection  is  maintained  throughout  the  area.  The  lorry  is  of  the  modern, 
low  loading,  metal  covered  type. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  is  carried  out  on  low-lying  ground  at 
Plas-yn-dre,  ground  which  is  subject  to  flooding  on  occasions.  All  refuse  is 
covered  with  soil. 

Salvage  of  waste  paper  and  other  materials  is  carried  out  and  this  brings 
in  considerable  revenue  to  the  Council.  For  the  year  1951*  the  gross  income 
for  Salvage  was  £789,11.  6,  equivalent  to  a l/ld  rate.  In  addition  the 
Council  entered  for  the  National  Waste  Paper  Contest  and  were  successful 
in  winning  one  of  the  fifth  prizes  amounting  to  £50.  The  collection  of 
waste  paper  was  equal  to  1,300  tons  per  1000  population  per  month. 

Housing 


During  the  year  the  Council  commenced  a new  scheme  for  an  additional 
twenty  houses  on  the  Cae  Tyddyn  Site.  These  should  be  ready  in  May  1952*  The 
Council  will  then  have  189  houses,  in  addition  to  l6  old  properties. 

Two  new  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year.  There  still 
remains  approximately  70  houses  in  the  town  unfit  for  human  habitation  and 
beyond  repair  at  a reasonable  cost,  which  includes  8 Back  to  Baek  houses. 

One  house  was  closed  in  pursuance  of  an  undertaking  given  by  the  owners  under 
Section  11  Housing  Act  193&.  ^ne  house  was  made  fit  (Section  9A^),  As  a 
result  of  formal  notice,  four  houses  wore  made  fit  as  a result  of  informal 
notices. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Public  conveniences  in  the  Tov«i  are  well  provided  and  kept,  coing  fitted 
with  efficient  flushing  arrangements  and  are  swilled  and  o'  u.ec.  C.y 

with  disinfectant. 

Disinfectant 


Five  premises  were  disinfected  with  Formaline  Gft3  following  infectious  and 
other  diseases.  A quantity  of  bedding  was  destroyed  on  request.  Other  bedding 
being  treated  with  formaline  gas  when  disinfection  of  the  infected  room  is 
carried  out.

Three  premises  were  treated  for  bug  infestation. 
Bo dent  Control 


The  Council  maintains  an  organisation  for  effective  rodent  control. 
The  public  sewers  are  treated  for  rat  infestation  twice  during  the  year. 
The  refuse  tip  also  receives  periodical  treatment.  Business  premises  and 
private  dwellings  are  also  treated,  and  charges  made  against  the  owner  of 
occupier. 

Smoke  Abatement 


There  is  only  one  factory  chimney  in  the  area.  No  action  was  necessary 
during  the  year. 

Meat  and  other  Poods 


No  slaughtering  is  carried  out  in  this  district,  and  all  meat  comes 
from  Colwyn  Bay  Abattoir. 

Inspections  of  meat  and  fish  in  the  shops  is  carried  out. 

The  condition  of  meat  shops,  fishmongers  and  fried  fish  premises  are 
generally  of  a high  standard. 

Two  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream 
arid  twelve  persons  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  Ice  cream 
premises  and  methods  of  production  are  periodically  inspected,  and  samples 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Five  premises  are  registered  for  the  preparation  of  preserved  foods  etc.
